OFFENSIVE IN BALKANS

New York, September 18.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press from European Cables of 
the Day.)—While the British and 
French in Macedonia were making more 
emphatic their defeat of the Bulgars, 
who have been reinforced by German 
troops, there is every indication that 
the offensive in the Near East is of 
major proportions and that it will de- 
velop to the limit. It has widened to 
the west of Sokol and the east of 
Vetrenik until the front extends over 
16 miles. The allies have penetrated 
at some points a distance of ten miles. 
The resistance of King Ferdinand's 
troops is weakening as they are forced 


back. 
Bulgar Defense Weakening. 


London, September 18.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Bulgarian resistance 


American planes are missing as a re- 
sult of an attack bv a superior Ger- 
man force during a bombing expedi- 
tion in Lorraine, General Pershing re- 
ported in today’s communique, received 
tonight by the war department. With 
the exception of artillery activity in 
Lorraine and Alsace, the American sec- 
tors remain inactive. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“Headquarters American Expedition- 
ary Forces, September 18.—Section A: 
Aside from artillery activity in Lor- 
raine and in Alsace there is nothing 
of importance to report from the sec- 
tors occupied by our troops. 

“In the course of a bombing opera- 
tion in Lorraine our aviators were at- 
tacked by a superior force. Five of 
our machines are missing.” 

German Balloons Destroyed. 

With the American Army on the Lor- 
raine Front, September 18.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Three enemy bal- 
loons were destroyed last night by 
Lieutenant F. Luke, Jr., of Phoenix, 
Ariz. on a flight into the German lines. 
This makes his total nine balloons in 
three days. 

With Lieutenant J. F. Whener, of 
Everett, Mass., Luke left his airdrome 
at dusk and crossed the line. Within 
36 minutes the American aviators had 
completed their work of destruction. 

One other balloon was destroyed yes- 
terday and three more are believed to 
have been shot down, but the reports 
have not been confirmed. Bad weather 
prevented bombing, however, and the

In the transfer of the 157th Depot 


McClellan. Anniston, Ala., in compliance 
with war department orders, Camp 
Gordon loses its mobilization feature 
completely and is now a replacement 
camp for infantry in the fullest pos- 
sible sense of the word. 

This means that in the future, or 
until a change is made in present op- 
erations and plans, there will be no 
more mobilization of new and raw draft 
contingents at Camn Gordon, the per- 
sonnel of the camp to be replenished 
as often as it is depleted by means of 
transfers from mobilization camps. 

To put the situation in plainest Eng- 
lish, no more new drafted men will 
go to Gordon to begin their train- 
ing. State and county contingents will 
instead go first to camps that are 
mobilization points for army forces and 
will at these points be uniformed, in- 
oculated, insured, equipped and -put on 
the basis of full-fledged soldiers. 

For Training Only. 

When these details are completed 
and when need for men arises at Camp 
Gordon, these new men will be shifted 
to Gordon in the number required and 
will then begin in earnest their mili- 
tary training.

BY GERMAN CAPTIVE 


With the American Army on the 
Lorraine Front, September 18.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—The Germans ap- 
parently never expected to be ousted 
from the St. Mihiel salient. They had 
done much work in building shelters 
and beer gardens and about the Soule- 
veie farm the country had been made 
to look like a prosperous German 
neighborhood with resorts where 
townspeople might spend their holi- 
days. 

Little club houses were built and 
equipped not wholly in keeping with 
front line operations. The dugouts and 
shelters of the officers were fitted 
almost luxuriously, some of the larger 
ones being fitted with bath tubs and 
running water and lighted by electrici- 
ty. Outside of many of them were 
little summer houses where the oc- 
cupants were accustomed to sit and 
drink beer. 

When the Americans advanced they 
captured a German mess sergeant 


who had been instructed to pack up 
and leave, but who had underestimated 
the speed of the American progress. He 
was carrying a quantity of beer and 
cheese and when he saw the Ameri- 
cans approaching he did hot run, but 
busied himself like a bartender and 
received them standing behind a table 
on which the beer and cheese were 
ready for consumption.

Washington, September 18.—All of 
the principal tax provisions of the 
new war revenue bill were approved 
by the house today almost as fast as 
two clerks, working in relays, could 
read them. With only a few minor 
provisions and amendments now to be 
considered, leaders believe a final vote 
will be reached Friday with a possi- 
bility that it may come tomorrow. 

After adopting within an hour the 
war-excess profits provisions without 
change, the house passed important 
sections raising many millions of dol- 
lars without a word of objection or 
even discussion. Every amendment 
proposed either was rejected summari- 
ly or passed over so that the ways and 
means committee can consider them 
before final action is taken. 

Besides the war-excess profits sec- 
tions, which yield the greatest returns 
to come from the bill, provisions adopt- 
ed today were taxes on estates, esti- 
mated to raise $110,000,000; transpor- 
tation, $187,000,000; amusement admis- 
sions, $100,000,000; excess taxes, includ-

ON 22-MILE FRONT 


British Struck on 16-Mile 
Line and Advanced Over 
3 Miles at Some Points. 
French Moved Forward on 
6-Mile Front to Average 
Depth of 1 1-3 Miles. 


CAPTURE OF ST. QUENTIN 
SEEMS TO BE CERTAIN 
AS RESULT OF DRIVE 


This Important City Is 
Virtually Surrounded on 
Three Sides by the Allied

Only a Matter of Days. 
Hindenburg Defense Sys- 
tem in Danger of Being 
Breached at Three of the 
Strongest Points.

Field Marshal Haig’s third and fourth 
armies charged over the trench system 
occupied by the British before they 
were pushed .back by the Teutonic flood | 
last March. They captured, in wide 
sectors, the outer defenses of the Hin- 
denburg line. 


BRITISH STRUCK 
ON WIDE FRONT. 


The British assault was over a front 
of sixteen miles, from Holnon, west 
of St. Quentin, to Gouzeaucourt, north 
of Epehy. In their advance, which 
reached a depth of more than three 
miles at some points, they took more 
than 6,000 prisoners. | 

Not only did the blow bring nearer 
the capture of St. Quentin, which the 
Germans are struggling desperately to 
hold, but it went far towards wiping 
out the only bulge in the British line 
which resembles a salient.

This city, where the-troops of Von 
Goeben scored a great victory in 1871, 
is one of the buttresses of the Douai- 
Cambrai-St. Quentin-Laon line, beyond 
which, it has been announced, the Ger- 
mans would not fall back. With the 
French in the outskirts of La Fere, 
with St. Quentin invested and with the 
British battling doggedly for Cambrai, 
the great Hindenburg defense system 
is in danger of being breached at three 
of its strongest points.

Since he came to Washington seven 
years ago as a member of congress 
from the first West Virginia district, 
Mr. Davis has been an active figure in 
the capital He was elected to succeed 
himself in the house, but hardly had 
begun his second term when President 
Wilson appointed him solicitor gen- 


eral in August, 1913. 

In addition to the duties of his of- 
fice, he has found time for various ac- 
tivities including the work of counsel- 
lor of the American Red Cross.

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TRAFFIC LEAGUE 
OPPOSES NEW RULE 


Southern Shippers in Meet- 
ing Go on Record in Op- 
position to Consolidation 
of Freight Classification 
Proposed by McAdoo. 


Director General McAdoo’s plan to 
establish one classification for all 
freight shipments in the United States 
was unanimously opposed by the 
Southern Traffic league, meeting to- 
day at the Piedmont hotel, with a large 
delegation in attendance. 

It is contended by the shippers that 
the proposed consolidation would tend 
to increase very materially the rate on 
some 1,500 articles of freight. The 
matter will be gone into more thor- 
ougifty on Thursday morning at 10 
o’clock in the federal building, when 
G. H. Disque, examiner for the inter- 
state commerce commission, will be- 
gin a hearing for the shippers. 

The afternoon session of the league 
was devoted largely to hearing the re- 
ports of various committees. Of par- 
ticular interest was the report of the 
executive committee, which recently 


held a conference with various south- 
ern senators at Washington. The pur- 
pose of the conference was to impress 
upon the senators the necessity of urg- 
ing that a shipper’s representative be 
added to the staff of the federal rail- 
road administration. As a result of 
this conference, it is thought that the 
senators today took the matter up with 
Director General McAdoo, requesting 
that the addition be made to the per- 
sonnel of the administrafion. 


Want Southern Man. 


The league is particularly anxious 
that a southern man be appointed as 
the representative in case favorable ac- 
tion is taken on the request, inasmuch 
as the two men now assisting Director 
General McAdoo, one in charge of traf- 
fic matters and the other in the ac- 
counting division, are from the east 
and the west, respectively. 

Another matter of considerable in- 
terest was the report of the finance 
committee. This committee has been 
authorized by the league to proceed at 
once with plans for raising $10,000 in 
the ten southern states represented by 
the league to pay the salaries of the 
regional rate traffic commissioners, who 
are virtually the shippers’ representa- 
tives. The amount to be raised by each 
state will be governed by population,

Attend Rate Hearing. 


While the Southern Traffic league 
concluded its session on yesterday aft- 
ernoon, most of the members will re- 
main in Atlanta for some time to at- 
tend the hearing of the examiner for 
the interstate commerce commission, 
which begins this morning at 10 o ‘clock. 
It is expected that the hearing will 
last for perhaps ten days, and that 
300 or more shippers and consignees 
from the various distributing and in- 
dustrial centers east of the Mississippi 
will testify as to the probable effects 
of the proposed consolidation of freight 
classifications. 

The hearing is one of a series of in- 
vestigations which have been held in 
various sections of the country. It is 
said that a number of the testifiers-at 
previous hearings, who are not satis- 
fied with the verdicts rendered, will be 
present at the Atlanta meeting to urge 
a further hearing of their cases,

Previous to the departure of the 
326th infantry for France Colonel J. 
C. McArthur, the officer in command, 
suggested the organization of the 
home auxiliary. The initiative meeting 
took place at the home of Mrs. Ed- 
‘ward T. Brown, whose two sons, Cap- 
tain Edward Brown and Captain Hen- 
ry Brown, are of the regiment.

The first call made upon the auxil- 
iary was about a month ago, when 
Colonel McArthur cabled for $1,000 for 
hespital purposes.

Edward T. Brown acexnowledging the 
receipt of the fund and describing the 
wonderful esprit of his men. 

Colonel MeArthur’s Letter. 

Colonel McArthur’s letter was read by 
Mrs. Barrett at the meeting yester- 
day, and follows: 


“Somewhere in France, August 14, 
1918.—My Dear Mrs. Brown: I re- 
ceived the cable from the home auxil- 
iary of the 326th and had it published 
to every man in the regiment August 
4. It seemed almost providential that 
it should have reached us on that day, 
for ‘we were in need of a cheering word 
just then, as we were fully up against 
the big game. Please don’t infer 
that we were despondent or lack- 
ing at the test; on the contrary 
the spirit of all has been simply fine 
always and we have had enough to 
have excused some grouchiness. 

“T am really ashamed at not having 
written before and can only say that 
even letters home have had to wait, 
as the work has been hard and the 
anxiety great. We eat and sleep when 


we can and escarcely get enough of 
either. ; 

“| shall ask all company com- 
manders to keep in close touch with 
their men and to furnish me details of 
help needed. hese cases I will for- 
ward to the alxiliary for disposition 
through the Red Cross or whatever 
means seems best. I believe a per- 
sonal interest in individual cases will 
bring more speedy attention. 

“You may expect a list of deserv- 
ing cases shortly, and others will fol- 
low as they develop. 

“There may be some that require 
advice and counsel, rather. than money. 
We have had to abandon most of our 
extra stuff, and uniess we have win- 
ter things we won't be very com- 
fortable. 

“T saw in a Paris paper today that 
things can still be forwarded when 
the particular articles are asked for 
by the man and same are approved by 
his commanding officer. 

“IT have talked the situation over 
with a number, including Colonel Row- 
ell and several of our captains and 
lieutenants and we have agreed that 
the best solution is—

‘28 To send the rest here, to be de- 
posited in some Paris bank to meet 
needs of Chaplain Hyman, who would 
be authorized to spend it for comforts 
of various kinds for the men. He is 
a splendid man in every way, devoted 
to his work, and on the go constantly 
to get tobacco, to do errands, write let- 
ters, etc., for any and all. He is very 
broad-minded and treats all alike 
Catholic, Protestant and Jew, are all 
the same to him. The men need small 
things like soap, tooth paste, tobacco, 
etc.

MAN HURT IN MOTOR 
ACCIDENT IS DEAD 


Henry R. Bush, of 61 West Harris 
street, succumbed to his injuries early 
Wednesday morning, and J. M. Hodges, 
of 157 Walton street, lies at the Grady 
hospital in a serious condition, as the 
result of the collision of a motorcycle 
on which they were riding and a large 
touring car on the Hightower road near 
the river about 10 o’clock Monday night.

| ment of two pounds per person per 
month for each member of the family. 


‘ IRastration. 


To illustrate, if there are five mem- 
zers in a family that family, under the 
regulations, is entitled to an allotment 
of tem pounds of sugar each calendar 
month. Under today’s order that fami- 
ly may make two purchases during the 
month of five pounds at each purchase. 

In issuing this order the food admin- 
istration emphasizes that, under no 
circumstances shall a retail merchant 
charge for sugar more than one cent 
per pound profit over the delivery cost 
to him, and fractions shall not be taken 
advantage of on the pound calculation, 
but may be on the individual sale. In 
other words, if a sale of five pounds of 
sugar is made on a basis of 9% cents 
per pound that sale would be comput- 
ed at 47 cents instead of 46% cents. 


Buy Bulk Sugar. 

Consumers are particularly request- 
ed by the administration to demand of 
the retail merchant only bulk sugar, 
since the prepared packages cost the 
merchant more end, therefore, the 
same grade of sugar in prepared pack- 
ages would be more expensive to- the 
consumer. The further urgent request 
is made of all consumers by the ad- 
ministration that purchases for the 
balance of this month be made so as 
to run out even atathe end of the 
month, thus starting off the month of 
October with a “clear slate.” 

Since, under this new regulation, 
there will be a lesser volume of certi- 
ficates to be checked by the food ad- 
ministration the representatives will 
be enabled to keep a much closer check 
on duplicate purchases and a warning 
is issued to the individual consumer,

ALL TO ONE. PURPOSE. 


When a man’s house is burning he is not 
likely to feel concern in the religious beliefs 
or political affiliations of any kind-hearted 
wayfarer who might lend a hand in putting 
out the fire. 

And if a humane citizen should by chance 
find a man lying beside the road suffering 
from a broken leg he would not stop to as- 
certain to what organizations, if any, the suf- 
ferer belongs before offering him “first aid.” 

That—the spirit of helpfulness on broad- 
minded, strictly humanitarian principles—is 
the predominating spirit of a democracy and 
democratic peoples; which, in turn, is one 
of the reasons why it was fitting that the 
forthcoming “drive’’ for funds to enable the 


—— 


various organizations engaged in war relief 


work should be. consolidated so that one 
campaign might suffice for all, cach to re- 
ceive its stipulated pro rata of the aggregate 
whole. 

Another, and avery cogent, reason is that 
a nation-wide, a state-wide, a county-wide or 
a city-wide money-raising campaign necessa- 
rily entails considerable cost—the cost vary: 
ing, of course, according to the scope of the 
campaign. Be the amount to beraised much 
or little,a considerable portion of it is of ne- 
cessity consumed in campaign organization 
and “overhead” In instances 
where the monetary goal is a comparatively 
small amount the proportion of lost motion 


expenses. 


and wastage incident to its collection is pro- 
portionately much higher than in the case 
of a campaign upon a large scale—the larger 
the amount, in fact, the smaller the pro- 
portionate cost of collection. 

Thus a far larger proportion of the ag- 
gregate amount to be collected for the use 
of the seven organizations that are to share 
it will be available for the actual purposes 
for which it is to be given by the public 
than would be the case were the same 
amount to be collected by each of the seven 
organizations working singly and each with 
its individual money-recruiting structure. 

But perhaps the greatest of all of the 
many reasons is that such a plan—such a 
policy, such a unification of endeavor—will 
tend to unite the people of the country as 
they were never united before, in thought, 
sentiment, purpose! It will tend to amal- 
gamate the citizenship of the country; to 
obliterate imaginary boundary lines and 
barriers of creed, politics and the like— 
which barriers themselves are found to be 
really only imaginary when one tries to 
analyze them. It tends to remind people 
that, after all, regardless of what we “be- 
long” to, or what our creed is, we are pretty 
much alike—that, after all, there is little dif- 
ference of heart between gcivilized men and 
women when it comes to ministering to 
need. 

And, as Gypsy Smith put it, in his won- 
derful address at the Auditorium last Satur- 
day night, “Need is the only creed ‘over 
there!’” 

“When my boy fell before Chateau 
Thierry,” said W. R. C. Smith, who has a 
twice-wounded son now fighting in France, 
and who has just been made chairman of the

It is enough for him to know that when

FROM BOOZE TO POSIES. 


War, like a cyclone, sometimes plays 
strange pranks. 

The Kansan sees a cloud afar off, “the 
size of a man’s hand.” He scoots, and joins 
his panic-stricken family in the cellar; be- 
cause, being a Kansan, he knows of what 
that ‘spot in the azure-gray sky is the fore- 
runner. The storm is over as quickly as it 
came, and a hurried inventory of the family 
group in the cellar—from which the whole 
house has been lifted bodily and carried 
away—discloses the fact that the baby is 
not among those present! Late that night 
the missing child is reported to have been 
found sleeping placidly and unruffled in a 
rabbit warren fifteen miles away in an ad- 
joining county, whither it had been carried 
on the wings of the “twister” and deposited 
as gently as it ever had been lain in its crib 
by its mother.

TO ACCEPT LIMITED 
NUMBER OF ATLANTA 
STUDENTS FOR NAVY 


A telegram received yesterday by Lieu- 
tenant Commander J. H. Atkinson, of the 
navy recruiting office, announced that begin- 
ning October 1 a limited number of students 
from two Atlanta schools may be accepted 
for the navy.

YANKEE. CHAPLAIN 
FINDS FRONT LINE 
ONE GREAT CHURCH 


(From The Stars and Stripes, the official 


Father Brady, chaplain in one of the 
veteran regiments that have fought so hard 
in the wooded countryside between Soissons 
and Chateau-Thierry, reached the uttermost 
point of the American position. 

There was to be an attack in the early 
hours of.the next morning, and he had run 
and stumbled and crawled along the line 
to hear confession throughout his warrior 
flock. Seamy old-timers who had not so 
much as crossed the threshold of a church 
in years and years had bared their souls 
to him that night and squared off to the 
battle with brighter eyes and lighter hearts. 

Now the lusty young priest was come to 
the final outpost, and, despite the warning 
protests of a lieutenant who spotted him, he 
half-ran, half-slipped down the slope to a 
hiding place from which, across a moonlit 
open space, he could see a new-made, shallow, 
gravelike trench with a soldier peeping out 
of it. 

Father Brady called across to him in a 
hoarse whisper: 

“Want to confess?” 

The soldier nodded. 

Across the space that separated them 
the chaplain crawled, and a few minutes 
later he lay beside the trench looking up 
at the stars, his- head and the soldier’s so 
close together that they could talk in whis- 
pers, 

“Well, lad, get it off your chest. 
listening.” 

The confession followed. 

“go te absolvo.” 


Absotution in Strange Places. 


And as he crawled back to cover, Father 
Brady thought that never in all the days of 
his adventurous priesthood had he uttered 
the syllables of absolution in a stranger 
place under stranger circumstances. 

Strange, too, are his altars, for on a 
recent Sunday you might have seen him 
settling his altar cloth on a shell-uprooted 
tree and saying mass for the faithful on 
the battle’s rim. ° 

One day not long ago he dropped down 
for a breathing spell. He was dusty and 
tired, and his once natty uniform was mussy 
from having been slept in, and considerably 
the worse for occasional contacts with 
barbed wire. For nearly a month he had 
been snatching his sleep where he could, 
now in a shell-hole with his overcoat for a 
pillow, now under a roadside hedge, now 
in a barn. 

He had been day and night with his 
regiment through the long period they had 
been in the midst of things, now hearing 
confession within range of the German ma- 
chine guns, now administering the last rites 
at the aid station or giving that sacrament 
to the Catholics among the enemy wounded 
in the recovered woodland, now burying the 
dead in shell-torn fields in the hours of the 
night. 

His is work from which many a man 
would shrink, but if the things his eyes had 
witnessed in this bloody summer oppressed 
his spirit you would never have guessed it 
from his buoyant words. Rather on this 
day his mind seemed possessed only with 
wonder at the glory and the miracle which 
is humanity. 


One Great Church. 


“"Tis all ome great church the front line 
is,’ said Father Brady. “In all Christendom, 
in all the rest of the world put together, 
you will not find so much unselfishness, so 
much Christian charity, so much loving kind- 
ness as you will find right here in the front 
line. Here, if anywhere in the world, we 
are brothers. We feel it. The man in the 
battle line knows the two lads on either 
side of him are his brothers if ever he 
had any. 

‘Denomination? Sect? Nonsense!” he said. 
“That’s pretty much forgotten here. They 
say poverty makes astrange bedfellows. 
Faith, war makes strange bunkies, and ‘tis 
me and my pal the Presbyterian minister 
have been shelled out of the same quarters 
together; surely, the lion and the lamb He 
down together.” 

He chuckled reminiscently. 

“I was just thinking,” he explained, “what 
a pother they’d have made back home in 
the queer old days of peace if they’d caught 
me at a mistake I made the other night, 
when, in the confusion just before an at- 
tack, I heard the confession of one old sinner 
of a sergeant and had got halfway through 
before I found out he was a Presbyterian. 

“Why, you’re no Catholic,’ I told him. 


Soul Felt None the Worse. 


“‘T know it, Padre,’ the fellow says to 
me, ‘but confession is good for the soul, 
and mine feels none the worse now, I'll tell 
you.’” 

Even if there were not work there that 
cried out for him, a chaplain must go to 
the very front with his regiment, and, ex- 
cept for the moments of actual comfort, know 
all the dangers and privations the others 
know, or he will forfeit their confidence and 
fail miserably as a priest. Father Brady 
could not afford, in the crises of danger, 
to lose the trust he had built up through 
months of preparation, built up by such inci- 
denta as the one when the boys caught him 
blowing in on a club for them the $2,000 
which had been sent him from America to 
buy an automobile for himself, the affection 
that developed when they found he was a 
good boxer and wrestler, and could referee 
their fights better than anyone else. 

The chaplain’s most dangerous task is 
the nightly burial of the dead under shell- 
fire. It must be done in the Open, for 
you cannot dig in the root-laced soil of the 
woods. 

Father Brady had to bury oné‘night one 
of the boys who had gone out with him 
the night before to help him at the same 
task with others. He hag received a call 
from battalion headquarters, been told that 
a man lay dead on the crest of a hill, and, 
making his way there, turned the face up 
in the moonlight to find that the time had 
come for him to lay away one of the closest

Under date of March 4, 1918, the president 
asked Bernard M. Baruch, a member of the 
advisory commission of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense, to accept the chairmanship 
of this board. 

The functions of the board are: 

The creation of new facilities and the 
disclosing, if necessary the opening up, of 
new or additional sources of supply. 

The conversion of existing facilities, 
where necessary, to new uses. 

The studious conservation of resources 
and facilities by scientific, commercial and 
industrial economies. 

Advice to the several purchasing agencies 
of the government with regard to the prices 
to be paid. 

The determination, wherever necessary, 
of priorities of production and of delivery 
and of the proportions of any given article 
to be made immediately accessible to the 
several purchasing agencies when the supply 
of that article is insufficient, either tempo- 
rarily or permanently. 

The making of purchases for the allies.

Price-Fixing Committee 
Of the Industries Board. 


The war industries board has created a 
price-fixing committee composed of the fol- 
lowing: R. S. Brookings, chairman; Bernard 
M. Baruch, Hugh Frayne, H. A. Garfield, fuel 
administrator; Brigadier General P. E. Pierce 
and Lieutenant Colonel F. S. Young, repre- 
senting the army; Commander John M. Han, 
cock, bureau of supplies and accounts, navy 
department, representing the navy; W. B. 
Colver, of federal trade commission; F. W. 
Taussig, of tariff commission. 

This is the committee that is now making 
a survey of the cotton situation, 

The plan of the board in fixing prices 
through the agency of the price-fixing com- 
mittee, is to use the information in posses- 
sion of ita officers and agents and data on 
production costs collected by the federal 
trade commission, and then by calling into 
conference the dominating representatives of 
the industry concerned to arrange a joint 
agreement with such representatives which, 
in addition to naming maximum prices for 
the particular product, includes an under- 
standing that the prices named shall be made 
to the public and allied governments as well 
as to the departmental requirements of the 
United States, and that wages shall not be 
reduced, and that the industry shall make 
every effort, so long as the war lasts, to 
keep production to its maximum. These 
agreements, voluntary though they are, ap- 
pear to be very generally lived up to after 
they have received the approval of the 
president. 

Prices on the following products have been 
fixed in the manner mentioned: Aluminum, 
cement, copper, hides and lumber. 

As I have outlined before, the above 
course cannot be pursued in fixing a price 
to producers for raw cotton. That can only 
be done by congress, except by “voluntary 
agreement,” and such a course is imprac- 
ticable.

New Regulations 
For Georgia Sportsmen. 

The state department of game and fish 
desires to call the attention of all the hunt- 
ers of Georgia to certain regulations issued 
by the secretary of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture which concerns the mi« 
gratory bird treaty act and the proclamation 
of the president under date of July 31, 1918, 
after the passage of the enabling act by 
congress. 

First. Any hunting except between sun-up 
and sundown is strictly prohibited Dy the 
national law. 

Second. The sale of all wild duck i striet- 
ly prohibited together with that of all migra- 
tory birds which come under the provision of 
the treaty. The transportation of migratory 
birds is allowed provided they are taken in 
a legal manner and do not exceed the bag 
limit. Permits are granted to propagaté and 
sell migratory water fowls and also to take 
them for scientific purposes. These permits 
are under direct control of the secretary of 
agriculture. 

The treaty embraces migratory game 
birds consisting of water fowls including 
brant, wild duck, geese and swan, cranes of 
all kinds, rails of all kinds, shore birds, 
doves and wild pigeons and migratory in- 
sectiverous birds and other migratory non- 
game birds. 

The season on wild duck, which fneluaes 
all wild duck except wood duck, is as {91- 
lows: November 1 to January 31, with a 
bag limit of twenty-five; wild geese, with a 
bag limit of eight, and an open season from 
November 1 to January 31; doves, bag limit 
twenty-five, and the federal season extends 
from September 16 until December 31, put 
the law provides that where the state season 
opens later the state law shall control. The 
season in Georgia will therefore extend from 
November 20 to December 31; 
from November 1 to December 31, with a 


b limit of six in ome day; sn 
pag iter 1 to January 31, with a ro nom 
of fifteen in one day.

HOME FROM THE HOSPITAL. 
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A good many patients have a modest no- 
tion that they know almost as much as the 
family doctor knows about the diagnosis 
and treatment of disease in general. And 
when a patient has been under the care of & 
specialist, or a surgeon, or when he has 
been through the routine of a clinic, and then 
comes back home to the family doctor, if he 
does come back at all, he is prone to assume 
a patronizing air, full of the importance of 
having been hobnobbing with the great or 
the near-great and more conscious than 
ever of the F. D.’s pikerosity as compared 
with the great one’s marvelous skill and 
knowledge. 

I remember how it was In the hospital. 
We had an indefinable assurance that the 
family doctor’s diagnoses or methods of 
treatment were pretty punk as compared 
with the highfalutin ways we followed in 
the wards of the hospital. The family doc- 
tor was a sort of a joke with us, especially 
when he happened to be one of those rough 
and ready fellows without/any outward pol- 
ish. But every little while we realized with 
a shock that the family doctor did know a’ 
thing or two about his business. We real- 
ized that sometimes in the hospital morgue, 
where great truths are brought to light but 
not necessarily heralded abroad. All our 
delicate scientific tests and laboratory meth- 
ods and X-ray helps were not enough to 
prove the family doctor wrong when he 
knew he was right. 

Patients returning from hospitals where 
plain and fancy surgery is “performed” in a 
wholesale way, and from tuberculosis sani- 
toria where certain routine principles are 
in vogue are often difficult to manage. They 
know, or think they know, considerably more 
than the family doctor knows about the 
recent developments of medicine and sur- 
gery. 

Assume that your favorite specialist has 
thirty patients. There they sit, all in sight, 
waiting their turns. They make a great. 
showing, and you deduce that the specialist , 
ig a great man. The specialist plays his 
part, too. 

Back home the family doctor has thirty 
patients. But only three of them are able 
to get to his office. You are one of them. 
You deduce that he hasn’t a very larg® 
practice. The larger a doctor’s practice, you 
reason, the better the doctor. You go in for 
quantity, not quality. The rest of his prac- 
tice is sick-abed, and waiting anxiously for 
him to get around for a visit. 

Specialists are a great blessing, but there 
are too many of them born, not made. 

If your family doctor’s office holds thirty 
patients all at one time, how in the world 
can he ever find time to study and keep 
posted on the progress of the art? He can't. 
He is much too busy.

MARKETING BOARD WILL 
OPPOSE PRICE-FIXING 


The cotton states marketing board, of 
which Commissioner of Agriculture J. J. 
Brown is president, is aggressively opposing 
the cotton price-fixing program and is urg- 
ing all farmers to wire their representatives 
in Washington to fight any legislation fixing 
the price of cotton, it was announced by 
L. B. Jackson, director of the state market 
bureau, Wednesday. 

The cotton states marketing board is com- 
posed of the commissioners of agriculture, 
market directors and farmers’ union presi- 
dents of the cotton states, and the board 
employs an agent in Washington, who keeps 
the various bureaus informed on the cotton 
situation. 

“The latest developments,” said Mr. Jack- 
son, “indicate that any legislation contem- .

“THREE COUNTIES 


Issues “Statement to Pub- 
lic” Reviewing Campaign, 
Hinting at Serious Charges 
and Says He Will Disqual- 
ify Vinson. 


Thomson, Ga, September 18-——(S8pe- 
cial.)}—Thomas E. Watson, who made 
the race against Carl Vinson for con- 
gress, and by the tabulated returns 
from all the counties in the Tenth dis- 
trict was declared defeated by two 
unit votes; and who is preparing to in- 
stitute contests in three counties, Wil- 
kinson, Taliaferro and Columbia,. to- 
day issued a “statement to the public.” 

In the statement Mr. Watson reviews 
the campaign, from his viewpoint, from 
the opening fight to have his name 
placed upon the ballots; and declares 
that the district convention cannot 
legally declare a nominee while a con- 
test exists. 


The Thomson contestant not only 
states that he expects “to disqualify 


him (Vinson) from being the nominee 
of the democratic party,” but hints at 
evidence he claims to possess, but re- 
fuses to disclose at this time, which, 
he says, may more seriously compli- 
cate the matter. He disclaims any in- 
tention of running as an independent, 
and declares he has chosen his court 
and will “honorably abide its decision.” 

The statement, written in the char- 
acteristic Watson vein, follows in full: 


Watson's Statement to the Public. 

The rules and regulations of the demo- 
cratic executive committee of the state of 

for the conduct of primaries and 
conventions — 1917-1918 —is a pamphiet 
which suddenly becomes very good ‘read- 
ing matter,’’ by reason of the fact that it 
will govern a congressional election. 

To the state executive committee, acting 
upon the law as laid down in the above 
booklet, it was necessary for me to appeal 
for a place on the ticket, when my entrance 
fees, paid on August 15, were declared to 
be too late, by Mr. McAuliffe, chairman 
congressional committee and business man- 
ager of The Augusta Chronicle.

New York, September 18.—Renewed 
nervousness over price-fixing proba- 
bilities seemed responsible for heavy 
general liquidation and a break of ap- 
proximately a cent a pound in cotton 
prices here today. October contracts 
sold off from 384.20 to 82.85, closing at 
the lowest with the general list clos- 
ing easy at a net decline of 90 to 108 
points. ° 

The market was steady during the 
early trading. After opening 1 to 6 
points higher prices sagged off slight- 
ly under realizing, but soon firmed up 
on trade buying, with December sell- 
ing at 33.60 and January at 383.40, or 
about 25 to 30 points net higher. This 
bulge met increased offerings, how- 
éver, and the market became very 
nervous and unsettled later in the day. 
According to private wire rumors were 
circulating in New Orleans that prices 
were to be fixed considerably below 
present quotations. None of these ru- 
mors was confirmed, but they evi- 
dently disturbed sentiment and there 
was heavily liquidation, December 
broke to 32.25 and January to 382.05, 
-with active months generally showing 
net losses of $5 to 106 points in the 
late trading. Closing prices were the 
lowest of the day. The weekly report 
of the weather bureau indicated that 
conditions had been favorable for pick- 


ing, but continued unfavorable and at- 
tracted very little attention. 

There was very littie southern sell- 
ing in evidence during the early trad- 
ing, but offerings from that source be- 
came heavier late _in the afternoon 
when the attention o. che trade seemed

Red Guard lost Torneo to the White 
Guard. That day saved his life, for on 
the person of Svetlitzsky, a Russian 
commissar who joined him in mid- 
Filland and accompanied him to Tor- 
neo, was found an order to Timofeyeff, 
the commissar at Torneo, to shoot him.

General Hoffman, referring’ to 
the conference which had taken 
place in Brest-Litovsk between 
the members of the German and 
the Austro-Hungarian delegations 
on December 29, presented to the 
Russian delegation in the name of 
the German and Austrian chief 
command (a deciphered radiotel- 
egram was exhibited in this con- 
nection) a confidential demand con- 
cerning the immediate incitement 
of the Rumanian army to recog- 
nize the necessity of an armistice 
and adopting the terms of a dem- 
ocratic peace pointed out by the 
Russian delegates. The implaca- 
bility of the staff and the whole 
commanding force of the Ruma- 
nian army, with regard to which the 
chief command of the German 
army has received the most ex- 
act agency information, spoils the 
excellent impression produced in 
Germany and on all the fronts by the 
Russian peace propositions, which 
has made it possible to again stim- 
ulate the popular feeling against 
England, France and America and 
can bring about an undesirable and 
dangerous aggravation of the peace 
question up ta the German army 
. going over to the attack on our 
front and an open annexadion of 
the territories occupied in Russia. 

The general expressed his opin- 
ion that against peace might be 
the Cossacks, some Ukrainian reg- 
iments and the Caucasian army, in 
which case they will also doubt- 
less be joined by the Rumanian 
armies, which, according to the in- 
formation in possession of the 
German staff, enters into the cal- 
culations of Kaledin and Alexieff. 
It is greatly in the igterests of the 
German and Austrian delegations 
that complete harmony should pre- 
vail on the entire Russian front as 
regards the conclusion of an armis- 
tice and adopting the terms of a 
separate peace between Russia and 
Germany, seeing that in this event 
the German and Austrian chief 
command will propose to Ruma- 
nia their terms of peace, and will 
be in a position to take up their 
operative actions on the western 
front on a very large scale; at the 
same time General Hoffman, in the 
course of a conversation with Com- 
missar Trotzky, twice hinted at 
the necessity of immediately begin- 
ning these war operations. 

When Commissar Trotzky de- 
clared that at the disposal] of the 
council’s power there are no means 
of influencing the Rumanian staff, 
General Hoffman pointed out the 
necessity of sending trustworthy 
agents to the Rumanian army and 
the possibility of arresting the 
Rumanian mission in Petersburg 
and repressive measures against 
the Rumanian king and the Ru- 
manian commanding forces.

(Counter Espionage at the Stavka, 
No. 61-572, Jan. 19, 1918.) 


To the Commission for Combat- 
ing the Counter Revolution: There 
have been received two notes ad- 
dressed to the supreme commander 
from the staffs of the Austrian and 
German high commands. These 
notes inform the Stavka “that the 
organizer of the volunteer army in 
-the Don region, General Alexieff, 
is in written communication with 
the officer personnel of the Polish 
legions at the front, with the view 
of getting the help of Polish offi- 
cers in the couhter revolution. This 
information has been received by 
the Austrian agents from the Pol- 
ish Bolshevick Comrade Zhuk, who 
played a large part at Rostov dur- 
ing the November and December 
battles. On the other side, the 
representative of the German gov- 
ernment, Count Lerchenfeldt, re- 
ports of the rapidly growing move- 
ment in Poland in favor of the 
bourgeoise estate owners’ imperti- 
alistic plan to defend with arms the 
greatest possible independence of 
Poland, with the broadening of its 
frontiers, at the expense of Bow 
nia.

(f) The chairman, Ledmitsky, and 
the members of the former com- 
mittee for the liquidation of affairs 
of the Polish kingdom. 

(g) Boleslav Jalovesky. 

(h) Viadislav Grabsky. 

(i) Stanislav Shuritsky. 

(j) Roman Catholic Polish cler- 


gy. 

(k) The Polish treasury, through 
which, according to agency reports, 
the governments of countries al# 
lied with Russia intend, with the 
assistance of the New York Na- 
tional City bank, to supply with 
monetary resources the counter 
revolutionary camp. 

It is necessary to verify the pri- 
vate reports of several Lithuanian 
revolutionaries that among the 
church benevolent funds, which are 
at the disposal of the Polish clergy, 
are the capitals of private persons 
who hid their-money from requisi- 
tion for the benefit of the state.

Yesterday, The Washington Herald 
published by C, T. Brainerd, called upon 
Mr. Palmer editorially to give the name 
of the paper to which he referred.
